Aboub Lam. on the morning of 
the 16th E came back to the ship. I thon 
proceeded in the gigs from thoro out into 
tha West River and down to this place 
called Wai Hai, whore’ the Stephen Thomp. 
son was at anchor. What. occurred then 1 
havo already stated. 

Wai Man (examined by Mr Spinnoy)} 
anid:—I took pasenge by the Stephen Thomp- 
so from Canton to Keng Moon on the J6th 
November, paying 50 cents for the passage, 
There wore about 100 passengers in all

West River and to various inland waters. 
Fifthiy, native and foreign owned launches 
had been allowed to run in inland watera 
with the full cognisance of the Quatoms, 


They had even licensed native launches fur 


that purposo, Sixthly, he claimed that the 
Stephen Thompson was employed under a 
special tug certificate, Soventhly, he had 
two special apgresments with tho Canton 
Government. One was made in the second 
moon of the 10th year of Kwang Sij, that 
ie 1884, with the laty Vicervy, appointing 
him (Mr Pitman) fereign representative to 
tha Canton Government for a period of 
fourteen yeara, only four of which hud elap- 
‘sed.

TAE KOREAN CRISIS. 
MORE JAPANESE WILD RUMOURS, 

Advices from Seoul under date of the 
6th inst. roport that the-Chineso Govern- 
ment had submitted three domands to the 
Korean Government, and threatenod that 
if tho Intter- showed any disposition to 
objoct te them measures would bo taken 
to force ‘them to ncquicses. The 
demands wero, firat, that tho King be 
deposed, and the Crown Princo ba 
elected. instead, with his father as 
‘regent; secondly, that Korea shall declare 
hereelf te all treaty powers. to bo i depen- 
dency of Chinn; and thirdly, that Chinese 
officers shall bo placed at Fusan, Juensnn, 
aud Jenchuan to oxercise functivns con- 
nected with diplmacy... Tho Premicr 
memorialised the King .rewnstirating 
againet such a course, at tha same tine 
sending in his resignation. Judge Denny 
haa also written out a document connected 
frith the matter, and ‘prosonted it to the: 
Kiog for hia private perusal. In it there 
are several clauses calling attention. to the 
fact that this outrage on the part of China 
should be brought before the world, and al- 
so that on the day when China attains 
hor object as regards. Korea, ‘both. will 
have been bronght undor the rule of other 
powors. He had heard of the matter in 
question about three weoks previously, but 
had deferred moving in the matter until he 
was certain of tho facts, Judge Denny, 
who has gone so far os oven to risk hia 
honour to help Korea against Chins, is in 
constant receipt of threatening letters, and 
has several times met with persons who had 
designa upon hia Tifa, in consequence 
of which the King has applied to the 
Japanese Legation for some police te act 
ashis body-guard. ~ Our Minister refused 
to comply with this. réqueat, fearing 
that it might involve him in sume 
sorious difficulties as exporienced some years 
ago. Atthe ond of Jast month a British 
man-of-war arrived at Chomulpo, the Com- 
mander proceeding at enco to Seoul to 
apply for the Ioan of Port Hamilton 
through the British Minigter. After waiting 
for, two or three days for a reply he left the 
port, leaving word that the place would Jo 
occupied according to instructions reecived 
from home whether tho Koroana would 
agree to the occupation or not.—MMainichs 
Shimbun—Japan Herald,” . 

The saine paper eays that a telogram has 
been received from Chemulpo, snnouncing 
that a rumour was current to the effect that 
the King had received an autograph letter 
from the Czar and that the Chineso Minis- 
ter was doing his utmost to discover its 
contents, It is further stated, anys the 
some telegram, that the Korean King is 
desirous of throwing off the sugerainty of 
China, and that Russia ia disposed to secret- 
ly lend him assistance to accomplish the 
object. It ia also rumoured that tho Koro- 
ans are trying to purchase s man-of-war 
from Russia, payment for which will be 
spread over four or five yeara,

Forty wore drowned in crossing a 
xeeat river flowing from the cast to west.

Stanloy was obliged to tivlt somo tribes 
that refused to supply him with provisions, 
Tho rear guard at the time met bed only 
beon on. the march five days, after a halt of 
three weeks, due to the illness of Stanley 
anda great part. of the escort, who had 
beon attacked with fever, The Arabs es- 
timate tho total atrongth of the expedition, 
after all luases, at 250men. Tho health of 
Stanley was then good. The rear guned, 
which consisted of natives of Zanzibar, 
atated that Stanley had decided that he 
would no longer acvanco in a nurth casterly 
direction, bul would etvike coward the north, 
hoping to avoid awampa, After getting o 
certain distance north he intended to take 
an oblique line to ths eastward and go 
straight to Wadelai, where it was thought 
he would arrive fifty days Iator, about the 
middle of January, i888, ° 

The Arabs were of the opinion that the 
expedition was still strong enough to reach 
Wnadelui. ° 

It will be remember. d that on August Ist 
information was received from Zauzibar 
that ¢wo messengers had arrived thora who 
loft the interior about the beginning of 
April, and who reported Stanloy not arrived 
at Wadelai up to that time. The messongera 
stated that in the month of March Emin 
Pasha did receive sume yagtte. and indeci- 
sive news of the expedition, but that the 
Teports were cuntlicting.
